F.  J.  GROOTENDORST.  The  leading  Rugosa.  A  very 
hardy  and  vigorous  Rose  producing  countless 
clusters  of  dazzling  red  blooms  over  a  long 
period.

Consider  these  simple  instructions  and  you  will 
have  little  difficulty  in  growing  beautiful  Roses. 
Sunny  location  so  that  it  gets  sunshine  at  least 
part  of  the  day.  The  soil  should  be  clean  and  mel¬ 
low  with  fertilizer  well  worked  in,  rotted  manure 
being  best.  The  plants  should  be  unpacked  as  soon 
as  they  are  received,  and  planted.  If  you  are  unable 
to  plant  immediately  upon  receiving  them,  they 
should  be  heeled  in,  (buried)  in  moist  dirt  until 
you  are  ready  to  plant.  Never  allow  to  stand  and 
dry  out.  In  planting,  set  the  plants  so  that  the 
bud,  or  joint,  above  the  roots  is  about  one  inch 
below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  The  holes  should 
be  dug  large  enough  so  that  the  roots  may  be 
spread  out  naturally.  Make  sure  that  all  the  fibrous  roots  are  firmly 
packed  by  shifting  and  tamping.  Be  sure  to  thoroughly  soak  the 
fresh  planting,  and  never  allow  it  to  dry  out  or  the  soil  to  cake. 
After  planting  and  wetting,  mound  up  the  soil  four  or  five  inches 
high  around  each  plant.  Cut  off  all  the  branches  about  an  inch 
above  the  mound,  leaving  it  this  way  for  ten  days  or  two  weeks  or 
until  the  buds  start  to  show.  The  soil  can  then  be  leveled  off.  Roses 
that  are  handled  in  this  manner  rarely  fail  to  grow.  If  Roses  are 
planted  with  the  tops  left  exposed  to  the  drying  winds  they  will 
shrivel  and  die  before  they  start  to  grow.  Allow  1  8  to  24  inches  of 
space  between  plants. 


Roses  like  a  lot  of  moisture  but  will  not  stand  water  standing 
around  the  roots,  so  make  sure  that  drainage  is  provided  beneath 
the  bed.

For  insect  attacks  by  aphis  (green  lice)  etc.  use  any  of  the  good 
standard  sprays  applied  according  to  directions  on  the  package. 
Rugosa  Roses  are  used  the  same  way  as  shrubs.

HOW  TO  GROW  CLEMATIS 

Clematis  will  thrive  in  almost  any  climate  but  for  best 
results  they  should  be  planted  in  a  somewhat  sunny  location 
and  in  as  near  a  non-acid  soil  as  possible.  If  your  soil'  is  acid 
this  condition  may  be  remedied  by  mixing  lime  with  the  soil 
at  planting  time,  or  by  thoroughly  working  lime  into  the  soil 
around  those  plants  already  in  place.  Clematis  should  be  set 
so  that  the  dirt  comes  up  about  2  inches  on  the  stem  above 
the  roots.  If  planted  with  the  crown  just  level  with  the  soil 
they  will  soon  wither  and  die  from  drying  out.  Dig  the  hole 
large  enough  so  that  the  roots  may  be  spread  out  naturally 
in  planting.  If  the  soil  is  poor  the  hole  should  be  filled  with 
good  rich  garden  soil.  Clematis  planted  in  this  manner  and 
kept  well  watered  (not  drowned)  will  rarely  fail  to  grow  and 
do  well.

How  to  Plant  and  Grow 
Lilies 


Lilies  will  grow,  bloom,  and  do  well  if 
planted  in  any  good  garden  soil.  Most 
Lilies  must  be  planted  deep;  from  4  to 
7  inches  being  the  proper  depth. 

Cover  the  space  to  be  used  with  well 
rotted  manure  or  good  commercial  fer¬ 
tilizer,  and  spade  the  bed  deeply.  If 
soil  is  too  hard  or  contains  too  much 
clay,  some  fine  clean  sand  may  be 
mixed  with  it  while  spading.  Level  the 
bed  with  a  rake  or  fork,  pulverizing 
the  clods,  and  plant  the  bulbs  with  a 
trowel  or  small  spade.  Depth  should  be 
governed  by  the  size  of  bulb  being 
planted.  A  good  general  rule  is  to  plant 
deep  enough  so  that  the  top  of  the 
bulb  is  41/2  inches  below  the  surface 
of  the  soil. 

A  mulch  of  peat  moss  is  desirable 
after  the  shoots  are  up  and  growing 
nicely.  A  layer  about  an  inch  in  thick¬ 
ness  spread  over  the  surface  of  the 
ground  will  help  in  preserving  moisture, 
and  in  keeping  down  weeds.  Lilies  like 
plenty  of  moisture  but  too  much  water 
settling  around  the  roots  will  cause  the 
bulb  to  rot.  Staking  is  desirable  for  some 
of  the  tall  growing  varieties  which  bear 
heavy  heads  of  bloom.  Winter  protec¬ 
tion  is  not  necessary  as  a  rule,  except  in 
very  severe  climates.  A  mulch  of  straw 
or  leaves  will  be  beneficial  during  long, 
extremely  cold  winters,  but  should  not 
be  applied  until  the  ground  has  frozen 
solid.  Lilies  handled  in 
this  manner  are  sure  to 
grow  and  produce  abun¬ 
dant  bloom.

Roses  should  be  cut  back  early 
each  spring  to  promote  the  prop¬ 
er  growth  and  bloom.  The  dia¬ 
gram  above  shows  the  proper 
places  to  prune.  This  causes  new 
growth  to  start  quickly  and  re¬ 
sults  in  finer  and  better  blooms. 
Roses  left  without  this  cutting 
back  will  soon  deteriorate  into 
straggly,  woody  plants  with  few 
buds  and  flowers  of  poor  quality.

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How  to  Plant  Shrubs 


PLANT  THREE  OR  MORE  OF  A  KIND  TOGETHER.. 


Plant  the  stock  as  soon  as  received  if  at  all  possible. 
Do  not  permit  sun  or  wind  to  dry  out  the  roots  before 
planting.  If  unable  to  plant  at  once  bury  the  roots  in 
moist  earth  until  ready  to  plant.  Set  plants  slightly 
deeper  than  they  stood  in  the  nursery,  with  roots  well 
spread  out  and  soil  thoroughly  worked  in  among  the  fibers 
and  well  packed.  Do  not  mound  up  dirt  around  the  plant 
but  leave  slight  depressions  to  hold  the  water.  Remove 
all  broken  branches  and  dead  wood  and  even  up  the  shape 
by  careful  pruning.  Shrubs  may  be  pruned  into  shape 
each  season  immediately  after  the  blooming  period.  The 
Hydrangeas  should  be  cut  back  severely  each  fall  to  in¬ 
crease  the  bloom  and  growth  the  following  spring.  A  good 
mulch  of  well-rotted  manure  will  do  wonders  for  your 
shrub  plantings  if  applied  late  in  the  fall  and  then  worked 
into  the  ground  the  next  spring.  Some  shrubs  such  as 
Altheas,  Smoke  Tree  and  Tamarix  are  very  late  in  leafing 
out  in  spring,' so  don't  be  alarmed  if  they  do  not  come 
into  leaf  along  with  other  shrubs. 


How  to  Plant  Evergreens

Evergreens  are  shipped  two  ways.  Bare  rooted  and 
balled.  Bare  root  shipments  are  very  satisfactory  in  the 
smaller  sizes  and  has  been  our  method  of  shipment  for 
some  time  except  in  the  large  sizes.  The  method  of 
planting  them  is  practically  the  same  as  for  shrubs  as 
given  above.  One  point  we  would  emphasize  above  all  is 
to  keep  your  new  plantings  well  watered.  We  do  not 
mean  sprinkle  but  remove  the  nozzle  from  the  hose  and 
allow  the  water  to  run  slowly  around  the  base  of  the 
plant  until  the  ground  is  thoroughly  soaked.  If  this  prac¬ 
tice  is  followed  you  will  seldom  lose  an  evergreen.  The 
diagram  above  illustrates  the  method  of  planting  a  balled 
tree.  Be  sure  to  allow  plenty  of  space  between  plants.

URE.  IF  WELL  DECAYED  AND  MIXED  WITH  SOIL  IT  SHOULD 
BE  USED  ONLY  ON  THE  TOP. 


Trees  should  be  planted  about  2  inches  deeper  than 
they  stood  in  the  nursery.  Have  the  hole  large  enough 
to  accommodate  all  of  the  roots  without  crowding.  Spread 
the  roots  out  naturally  in  the  hole  and  work  the  finely 
pulverized  soil  well  in  among  them.  Fill  hole  partly  with 
dirt  then  fill  on  up  with  water  and  allow  to  settle  before 
filling  in  balance  of  earth.  Leave  slight  depression  to 
hold  water,  which  should  be  applied  frequently  during  the 
first  season.  Trim  back  branches  as  shown  on  page  62. 
Mulch  with  manure  in  the  fall  to  promote  rapid  growth.

Dig  a  trench  about  12  inches  deep  and  12  or  14  inches 
wide.  Dig  one  side  of  trench  straight  and  in  line,  place 
plants  against  this  side  to  get  a  straight  hedge.  Set 
plants  a  trifle  lower  than  they  were  in  nursery.  Cut  tops 
back  to  about  6  inches  above  the  ground.  See  above 
illustration.  Set  privet  and  similar  varieties  10  to  12 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  Set  Barberry  18  to  24  inches 
apart.  Set  tall  shrubs  for  high  hedges  2  to  4  feet  apart.
